who spent fair week In Coshocton and

method of managing the cemeteries in 
his city, which Is under the commis- 
sion form of government. 
He has 


been connected with the city adminis- 
tration there for several years. 


He explained to Mayor Tish 
that 


each purchaser of a lot In a cemetery 
there becomes a stockholder 
In the 


cemetery company. Three cemeteries. 
each controlled by a different com- 
pany, were in competition. 
One of 


the cemeteries became run down and 
was $13,000 In debt. In order to put it 
on a good basis, many loads of old, 
broken tombstones were hauled away 
and the rest of the tombstones were 
all washed and brightened up. 


When a proposition for the con- 


struction of a mausoleum 
was pre- 


sented, an objection was raised to it 
because the back part of it presented 
an unsightly appearance. 
To over- 


come this objection a mausoleum with 
two fronts was constructed so that it 
presented a go»d appearance from both 
sides. Altho It was built in the poor- 
est section of the cemetery the lots in 
that part of the cemetery quickly ad- 
vanced in value and by means of the 
revenue derived from the mausoleum 
the cemetery debt was wiped out. 


Mr. Fulton possesses much informa- 


tion which would 
no doubt 
be of 


value to the Coshocton city council, 
which is just now wrestling with 
cemetery problems.
